3. Although issignment to OCI and MSA was 

primarily for the purpose of training and familiarisation, he 
actually performed at the level of an experienced Intelligence 
officer. 


4. In NSA he spent about four months on a special project 
which involved linguistic interpretation of a relatively unex- 
ploited type of primary intelligence material. At the same 
time he worked for OCI (and CIA generally) in determining the 
intelligence value of this material and made recommendations 
to several components of G2A suggesting greater exploitation of 
it. These reccranendaticns were incorporated into a formal re- 
quest of AD/CI to the Director of NSA for upgrading the priority 
of this type of material in the over-all NSA effort, which re- 
quest was favorably acted upon. Throughout the tour at NSA, he 
returned cn Friday afternoons to the Soviet Staff of OCI in order 
to check their files and familiarize himself with their needs and 
procedures. 


5. Early in May 1955 1 |returaed to OCI for a period 

of about three and a half months. There he spent about six weeks in 
the internal Soviet division of OCI and began a survey of develop- 
ments in Soviet ideology since the writers’ congress of December 1954* 
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This study was based on a reading of Soviet papers, journals, nro- 
oedings of congresses, etc., many of which had been unexploited 
because of lack of personnel versed in Russian and lack of final 
responsibility in the intelligence community for evaluation find 
exploitation of principal Russian periodicals. His study concluded 
that the Soviet leaders wire attempting to fall back on Ideology 
as a source of discipline, se king to divorce themselves only from 
Stalin's counter -productive methods of purge and terror. In a 
long and documented version, this study was disseminated to 0GB 
at their request. In a shorter version, it appeared as a Part IH 
article in the OCI weekly publication as "Soviet Leaders Tighten 
Id«ological Reins, "

of OCI was with the Military Division. There he did a study of 
the new role of aviation in Soviet military doctrine, by comparing 
captured Soviet field manuals with older comparable manuals. This 
article was published in Part II of the 0GI weekly publication, and 
involved a good deal of coordination with an air force-navy team 
working on this problem in the Pentagon. He also did a study based 
on a reading of the Soviet military and general press on the in- 
creased role of surprise in broad Soviet strategic thinking. This 
article was also published in Part III of the OCI weekly. It covered 
a wide range of speeches, articles, and documents on the subject 
of surprise and atomic warfare enly some of which had been pre- 
viously used by t he inte lligence community. This article required
